“ I believe th at the provision of 
hanking facilities better adapted to 
the requirem ents of legitimate busi­ 
ness than those we have at present 
is of greater importance to farm ing 
communities generally and to the 
south and west in particular than to 
any other interests or sections. There 
is no more reason why, under a prop­ 
er financial 
system, 
the 
farm ers 
should be forced to sell their pro­ 
ducts as an unprofitably low figure 
or to pay e xorbitant rates of in te r-j 
est for holding 
them 
than should j 
those of any other Industry. When j 
cotton growers are forced to pay j 
three-quarters of a cent a pound in 
interest, storage, insurance and oth­ 
er charges for holding their product 
this amounts on a 12,000,000 bale 
crop to $450,000 
and involves 
a 
heavy sacrifice to the owners, who in 
this 
case are the farmers. 
Similar 
conditions apply to our other agricul­ 
tural crops. A revision of our bank­ 
ing system 
that 
will equalize the 
rates and term s offered to all banks 
in all sections is what the farm ers 
need and in so far as the National 
Reserve association plan provides for 
this it is a beneficial one to our farm ­ 
ing interests, 
“ As I understand it this plan seeks 
to bring about 
a 
mobilization of 
credit that will provide needed facili­ 
ties for holding and moving crops on 
reasonable 
terms, and that in my 
opinion is one of its most valuable 
features. Under our present system, 
whenever money will bring a higher 
price in New York with stocks and 
bonds as collateral than it will in 
smaller communities on agricultural 
products, it may be depended upon 
that the money will go east and the 
farmers of the south and west will be 
practically forced by exorbitant rates 
of interest to sell their crops at anv 
price at w'hich the m arket will take 
them. 
“ Another im portant feature of the 
revise^ plan under discussion is the 
liberalizing of the banking law to 
provide for savings departm ents in 
national banks and for the loaning 
of a portion of these savings fends 
on real estate. So far as this applies 
to agricultural lands, if safeguarded 
against speculation it will be of great 
benefit by providing cheaper money 
to develop our agricultural resources.
